FELD DAY ROUND-UP 2019

The MARC/WIARC joint FD this year took place on 
June 22-23 at Centennial Park in Beaconsfield, QC, 
operating class 1A with satellite station and a 6m (50Mhz) 
station. Here are the statistics on Field Day 2019. 


We made a total of 273 contacts; 200 SSB, 35 CW, 38 
Digital (FT8). 346 QSO points, with a power multiplier of 
2X, makes for 692 QSO points. 


Two city councillors from Beaconsfield came by Saturday 
night. Marc-André was on 6m and Jonathon was on HF. 
Malcolm noticed them looking around and said "hi" and 
they chatted for a while. Leo, VE2SI, had prepared them 
so well in terms of the event and what is amateur radio that 
they already knew all the answers to their questions! 


In addition we earned 710 bonus points, for a grand total 
of 1402 points. The Bonus points were for: 
100% emergency power - 100 pts (THANKS 
Batteries Experts!), 
Media Publicity - 100 pts, 
Public location - 100 pts, 
W1AW Field Day message - 100 pts, 
Site visit by invited elected official - 100 pts, 
Youth participation (3 x 20) - 60 pts, 
Satellite QSO - 100 pts, 
Entry submitted via web - 50 pts. 


Not great, not terrible. Low CW count and conditions not 
being very good made for a lean year.
